EMEMBER the days when federal-aid- 
to-education bills were live

sional fare? 
A big argument always raised was that 
such aid would give the federal

ment a tight string on the schools, letting 
it into a field that up to now has been the 
exclusive bailiwick of state and local au­ 
thorities. This, said the 
objecting 
Jawn- 
makers, would be very bad. 
Well, some time has passed 
since 
this 
legislation last had active 
consideration. 
The spotlight has swung off to a different 
direction. And what do we find? 
Two 
congressional 
committees 
busily 
probing into the question of communism 
in American schools at all levels. 
Now there may be good and sufficient 
reasons why such inquiries should be con­ 
ducted. That is not the topic 
here. 
But 
what seems odd is 
that 
no 
lawmaker’s 
voice has been raised in that old argument 
about federal interference in the 
schools. 
That’s what we’re getting, yet, 
to 
judge 
from the silence, the dark menace has van­ 
ished from this situation and 
no 
longer 
troubles anybody on Capitol Hill. 
Ah, times change! 


Power With Words 


By Dr. C. E. Funk 


Fortunately the verb lie that means to 
tell untruths never seems to 
cause 
any 
trouble. Don’t you lie to me; he lied; you 
have been lying, all ripple off everyone’s 
tongue without hesitancy. 
But the lie that means “to rest’’ is con­ 
stantly being confused with lay, meaning 
"to cause to rest; to put down.” 
The easiest way to keep them separate is 
to remember that lie never takes an ob­ 
ject—is not followed by the name 
of 
a 
thing or person—but is usually followed 
by a preposition. Thus, she lies down; the 
boys lie on the sand; the baby lies in his 
bath; our rout# lies to the north. 
The verb lay, meaning to put down; cause 
to rest, almost always takes an object; as, 
lay the book over there; please 
lay 
the 
table; the hen lays an egg (or, in present 
slang, Johnny lays an egg). But the past 
tense and past participle is laid, and the 
present participle is laying. So we should 
say, I laid the book over there; the chil­ 
dren are laying the table; the hen has laid 
an egg (or, Johnny has laid an egg). 
But, regrettably, the past tense of lie is 
not lied, but lay, the present 
participle, 
however, is lying, not laying, and the past 
participle is lain. These are the 
spots 
of 
greatest 
confusion. 
The 
guiding 
light, 
however, is still that the verb, no matter 
in what form, is usually 
followed 
by 
a 
preposition, never a noun. Thus, I lay (not 
laid) for a while in the shade; I was lying 
(not laying in bed for a rest; 
you 
have 
lain, not laid) in the sun too long. 
The few times that the verb lay is not 
followed by a noun are in various nautical 
expressions—such as, to lay aloft, to lay 
forward, to lay aft, to lay close, and so on 
—and in a number of idioms that combine 
verb and daverb; such as, to lay-up, mean­ 
ing “to store,” as, to lay up money, or “to 
confine,” as, “Bill is laid up”; or to lay 
down, moaning “to assert.” as “Dad laid 
down the law,” or “to surrender,” as, “The 
outlaw lays down his gun.” 
Maybe it would be a good idea 
to go 
back to the beginning and read this over 
again—perhaps more slowly. 


and that he has always wanted to see 
constructed. 
In the light of these 
statements, 
his 
present opposition to the proposal to use 
$500,000 in highway funds for maintenance 
of the span is confusing. At least it is con­ 
fusing if we are to accept his sincerity in 
his pre-election statement. 
Now Ziegler says that he is neutral. But 
he really isn’t neutral because he said that 
he favors continuance of the Straits fer­ 
ries. He can’t be for continuance of the 
Straits ferries and for a bridge project, too. 
And he didn’t say he was neutral during 
the election campaign. 
Ziegler sold the Bridge 
Authority 
in 
Lansing that he is opposed to using high­ 
way money for maintenance of the bridge 
because the state has such a 
backlog 
of 
emergency highway work. 
That statement might 
make 
sense 
if 
Ziegler was not in favor of continuance of 
the ferries. But the state ferries lose much 
more than $500,000 a year and there is no 
chance at all of getting this money back. 
The funds paid out for maintenance of the 
bridge would be redeemed ultimately 
in 
bridge tolls. 
And there is a better than even chance 
that funds received in tolls would be suf­ 
ficient to redeem the bonds and also pay 
for bridge maintenance. 
The plain truth is that the $500,000 in 
dispute will not be available for highway 
construction, whether there is a Straits of 
Mackinac bridge or not. 
Ziegler’s position on this issue is a com­ 
pletely ridiculous 
one. 
His 
Republican 
cohorts had better take Ziegler aside and 
give him some of the political facts of life. 
The attitude of the highway commissioner 
on this issue is not only harmful to Zieg­ 
ler’s political position but it 
is 
likewise 
harmful to the Republican cause in Mich­ 
igan. 
The bridge project, sponsored 
by 
the 
Bridge Authority, is a non-partisan effort. 
But Ziegler is giving his Democratic op­ 
position a really big target and in so do­ 
ing, he is taking the side that lacks rea­ 
son, logic and commonsense.

LOW GRADE ORE 
(Marinette Eagle Star) 
Deposits of low grade ore in the Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan have been estimated 
as extensive enough to produce 725 million 
tons of blast furnace concentrates. The Es­ 
canaba ore docks expect to load eight mil­ 
lion tons of iron ore this year, about three 
millions more than they would normally 
load. The estimated 725 millions is nearly 
IOO times what Escanaba would ship in a 
year of high shipments. It is about seven 
times more than the entire production of 
iron ore in the Lake Superior district last 
year, which was 96 million tons. The Up­ 
per Peninsula 
already 
has 
benefication 
plants in operation and the ore produced 
by these plants has a higher iron content 
than that of mines in the area.

The Doctor Says ... 


TB Death Rate Still Drops, 
But Not Number Of Cases

One of the most interesting and import­ 
ant diseases to which man is heir is tuber­ 
culosis. This is a germ disease which is ac­ 
quired by a healthy person from one who 
already harbors the tubercle bacillus. 
The past 50 years have shown some re­ 
markable changes, particularly 
in 
death 
rate. The mortality rate 
in 
the 
United 
States has declined 90 per cent during this 
period. That means that where IOO vic­ 
tims of the disease died in 1900, only IO 
would die today. 
This trend to lowering of the hazard to 
life from tuberculosis is still going on, and 
the mortality in 1950 was only 
half 
of 
that which existed in 1945. 
ta spite of this encouraging drop in the 
death rate, the known frequency or 
pre­ 
valence of the disease has changed but lit­ 
tle in the last 20 years. 
It is estimated that there are about 400,- 
000 active cases of the disease in the Unit­ 
ed States, of which 
somewhere 
around 
half ate known to health departments. The 
number of new cases reported each year 
in the whole country has 
been 
running 
around 120,000 in the recent past. 
One of the reasons for this last is thai 
better methods of 
finding 
tuberculosis 
have been employed. The more frequent 
use of X-rays and 
the 
development 
ot 
mass testing have all played a part in dis­ 
covering new cases. 
This is greatly to the good since not only 
Is treatment more effective when tubercu­ 
losis is found early, but also it helsp to re­ 
move people who ere in danger to others 


so that gradually this should lead to fewer 
new cases. 
The key to the control of tuberculosis is 
recognized to 
be 
hospitalization. 
Even 
though the death rate from 
tuberculosis 
has been so remarkably reduced, the num ­ 
ber of hospital beds for victims of tuber­ 
culosis is still insufficient in many com­ 
munities. perhaps 
partly 
because 
more 
cases are being discovered earlier. 
The early cost of the present tubercu­ 
losis control in the United States is cal­ 
culated at about $350,000,000. Tile largest 
item in this is hospitalization, 
which 
is 
figured at an average of $6.75 per patient 
per day, or a total of $200,000,000 a year. 
In this connection, it may be pointed out 
that the average cost of one case of tuber­ 
culosis is about $15,000. 
END ISN T SEEN YET 
Some time we should be able to almost 
completely 
eliminate 
tuberculosis 
from 
our society. A high proportion of the new 
cases, for example, appear among 
those 
persons who are impoverished 
and 
who 
are subject to poor housing, poor sanita­ 
tion, overcrowding, insufficient 
nutrition, 
and the like. Consequently, any improve­ 
ments in these respects should be reflected 
in a listening of the tuberculosis rate. 
It is impossible to foretell just what the 
future will bring, but further efforts to 
control tuberculosis are certainly In order. 
Sometime, perhaps, we can look forward 
to the happy day when our 
tuberculosis 
hospitals W'ill no longer have long waiting 
lists, and indeed some of them might be 
transferred to other m en.

BELGRADE —<NEA>—In these 
days of international doublecross- 
ers. billion-dollar give-away pro­ 
grams and strange political bed­ 
fellows, the tiny Balkan nation of 
Albania could suddenly be news 
on America’s front pages. 
A primitive country of one mil­ 
lion citizens—of whom maybe one- 
sixth can even read a menu—Al­ 
bania is the 
only 
satellite 
sur­ 
rounded by anti-Russian countries. 
On land it borders Tito’s Yugo­ 
slav dictatorship 
and 
Greece. 
Across the Adriatic is Italy. 
These 
three 
countries, which 
have tossed clubs, spears, arrows, 
bullets and bombs at each other 
for centuries, are currently united 
only by a common diet of Amer­ 
ican dollars and fear of 
Soviet 
expansion.

places in Escanaba—part of the Escanaba 
Kiwanis Club’s method of 
financing 
its 
program to afd underprivileged children. 
After feeding pennies into 
the 
Ki­ 
wanis Club gum machines for 
several 
years I became curious to know' 
more 
about the Kiwanis program for the un­ 
derprivileged children and talked with 
Thaxter “Bill” Shaw and Clarence Zer- 
bel about it. 
I learned there are about 50 of the ma­ 
chines, 40 scattered about the city and IO 
placed at the U. P. State Fair. From gum 
sales Hie Kiwanis Club receives about $120 
a year. The machines are privately owned 
nd serviced and the Kiwanis Club 
re­ 
ceives a percentage of the revenue. 
The gum money has 
helped 
several 
individual cases. Zerbel told me. There 
was the purchase of shoes for one child, 
dental care for another, that he recalled.

LEAF RELIEF—At Ludington Park the 
other nay you may have noticed a machine 
moving about the park picking 
up 
last 
fall’s leaf harvest and disposing of ii in a 
most unusual way. 
The machine is called a leaf mill and it 
a demonstrator sent here by the manu­ 
facturer, who could not immediately fill 
the city’s order for one. Picking up leaves, 
the machine chops them into small piece* 
and distributes them back on the lawn to 
form mulch. 
“Within four or five hours work 
at 
the park the machine covered an 
area 
that would have required the work 
of 
five men with hand rakes for one whole 
day,” reported Robert Clayton, superin­ 
tendent of parks and forestry. 
Besides speeding the cleanup and reduc­ 
ing the number of manhours of work, the 
macnine is helpful in replacing leaf nold 
back on the ground in a form that will not 
damage the g r a s s . The fertility ot the soil 
will be increased, reducing the need foi 
fertilizers. 
Other improvements scheduled in 
th* 
Ludington Park area includes the installa­ 
tion of a lawn sprinkler system around the 
new city water filtration plant, and the 
planting of shrubbery. 
The city has received 636 evergreens, 
trees and shrubs for the planting, which 
will be started as soon as the 
ground 
dries sufficiently after the recent rain. 
Removal of the old water plant is now 
under way and will soon be completed. A 
problem exists, however, in razing the tall 
brick chimney of the old plant—there 
is 
apprehension that in falling it may dam­ 
age the old water plant control budding. 
which is to be saved for equipment storage 
at the park.

“Nobody wants fat 
meat.” Dr. 
Christian points out. “Even the 
market for lard is being goobied 
up by the vegetable oils. 
So whv 
raise fat hogs? Our new hog will 
dress out only 19.88 pounds of fat 
as compared with 25.18 pounds for 
the conventional breed.”
